The crop was short, too, in Idaho and 
Colorado and Minnesota, where most of 
the present supplies are coming from.

There is no relief in sight. It will be 
a month or six weeks before new pota- 
toes begin to come in from California 
and Cuba, and they won’t help much 
because they will be even higher than 
the old ones, as they always are. Be- 
fore they come the demand for see 
potatoes will send the price higher. 

Most of the large growers lay by thelh 
seed potatoes in the fall, but many 
farmers buy at planting time. 
Usually they pay about $1.50 a bushel. 
This spring they will pay $3.30 a bushel 
and maybe more. 

Onions Climbing, Teo. 

Onions are away up, too, and still 
climbing. Jobbers were getting 12, 13 
and 14 cents a pound for them today, 
and they could only sell them at that 


stocks.on hand. The carload men are 
asking 15 cents a pound, which means 
that when the jobber buys his next 
carload he will have to advance his 
price accordingly.

PHILADELPHIA, AMERICAN LINE 
STEAMER, ARRIVES AT NEW YORK 


Left Liverpool After New Submarine 
War Declaration—Carried Many 
Passengers. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—The American 
line steamer Philadelphia from Liver- 
pool passed in at Sandy Hook shortly 
before 10 clock this morning. 

The Philadelphia, which sailed Feb. 
14, was the first American liner to 
leave Burope after Germany's declara- 
tion of unrestricted submarine warfare. 
She was not armed. She carried a large 
pagenger list, of whom many are 
Americans. Passengers were obligéd to 
sign waivers, releasing the company 
from reaponsibility for any loss in the 
event the ship was sunk by a mine or 
submarine.

‘Fast Week”’ Is Needed to Re- 
lieve Small Manufacturers. 


C. W. Nelson, western representative 
of the Special Car Service Commission 
of the American Railway Association, 


who severar days ago telegraphed to 
President Wilson asking him to pro- 
claim a national fast“ week for shipper 
and travelers to relieve the congestion 
of railroad traffic, today received a let- 
ter from the President’s secretary, ac- 
knowledging the receipt of his telegram 
and assuring him that the matter would 
be brought to the attention of the. Pres- 
ident at the earliest possible moment. 

Nelson, who believes his idea will 
solve the embargo problem, has started 
a movement to interest the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce and commercial 
organizations all over the country in 
the fast“ week propaganda to lend 
weight -to the suggestion. President 
Davis of the local Chamber of Com- 
merce has told him the Executive Com- 
mittee of the local organization will 
meet to hear all angles of the proposi- 
tion in a day or two. 

Favors Immediate Aten 

Delay in dealing with the present situ 
ation should be avoided, Nelson pointed 
out, and the most feasible plan for re- 
lief, whether it be that of the fast“ 


‘week or some other method, should be 


put in execution immediately. 

Few realize, he declared, that aside 
from the holding up of the food supply 
of the country to a certain extent, 
which results in prices continuing to 
mount higher and higher, the country is 
facing a real economic crisis. 

He pointed out that this is true, espa- 
cially in the case of small manufactur- 
ers, operating on little capital, who fee! 
the necessity of turning over this capi- 
tal every 20 or 60 days, and who might 
easily meet disaster under the present 
conditions. 

Causing Financial Strain. 

Shipments, he deciared, which are be- 
ing made by manufacturers of this 
class, and which, under ordinary con- 
ditions, can be delivered in a few days, 
are now frequently being held up by the 
railroads 30 days or longer. Small man- 
ufacturers so handicapped have found it 
impossible in many cases to take their 
bills of lading to the banks and receive 
cash for them, as a majority of those 
purchasing. supplies have given notice 
that they will pay for goods only on de- 
livery. This has resulted in a financial 
strain being placed upon small manu- 
facturers which under normal condi- 
tions could not occur, he pointed out.

BANKER SUED 1 
REGAIN $400,000 


Woman Trustee for T. W. Cun- 
ningham Seeks to Recover on 
Property He Gave to Her. 


COUPLE REMAIN APART 
Frequent Request Made by Bride, 


Former Osteopath, That Mil- 
lionaire Rejoin Her. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JOPLIN, Mo., Feb. 22.—Suit was filed 
in the Circuit Court/here yesterday 
afternoon to recover from Mrs. Zoe 
Wilkins Cunningham $400,000 which she 
has obtained in the last two months 
from her husband, Thomas W. Cunning- 
ham, 72-year-old Joplin banker. 

The Court is asked to determine 
whether Cunningham or his wife shou!d 
be in possession of the money and 
Property. Following Cunningham’s se- 
cret marriage to the 30-year-old osteo- 
Path and the subsequent filing of a di- 
vorce suit against. kim by Mrs. Tabitha 
Taylor, as his common-law wife. a 
trustee has been appointed to handle 
Cunningham's affairs 

Woman Is the Trustee. 

This trustee is Mrs. Tillie Muller Ade, 
who ‘was cashier of the Cunningham 
National Bank until a month ago, when 
Mrs. Cunningham sold 1950 of the 2000 
shares in it to another bank here, for 
more than $200,000. 

Mrs. Ade's efforts to find the money 
in Mrs. Cunningham’s possession have 
failed. Her communications to Mrs 
Cunningham, asking that the money be 
turned back into the estate, are said 
to have been answered evasively b7 
Mrs, Cunningham's attorney. Frank P. 
Walsh, a Kansas City lawyer, has been 
representing Mrs. Cunningham. 

The petition does not charge that Mrs. 
Cunningham has misused the funds. It 
States that, as agent for Cunningham, 
she did not properly report the trans- 
actions to him, and that since receiving 
the money from the sale of the bank 
stock she has failed to tell her husband 
the name of the bank in which the 
money is deposited. 

Notices were served yesterday on bank 
and trust companies in a half dozen 
cities of the West, including St. Louis, 
Chicago and Kansas City, forbidding the 
withdrawal of any money or securities 
deposited or held. in the name of Mrs. 
Cunningham. 

Mrs. Cunningham has contended the 
bank stock was given to her by Cunning- 
ham as a wedding present, following 
their secret males two years ago, in 
Kansas City. 

The wife did dor begin disposing of 
Cunningham's property until five 
weeks ago, when their marriage became 
known, and Mrs. Taylor began filing 
suits to obtain a half interest in Cun- 
ningham’s property. 

Wife Tries to Get Husband to Join 


Since Cunningham was brought back 
here from Chicago, for an inquiry into 
his sanity, Mrs. Cunningham has been 
trying to induce him to return to her. 
She has sent many pleading telegrams, 
telling Cunningham to answer through 
her attorney, but it is said that the 
banker and former Mayor has ignored 
the messages. The sanity hearing was 
dropped when Cunningham consented to 
Mrs. Ade’s appointment as trustee of 
his affairs Mrs. Ade is thoroughly fa- 
millar with almost all of his business 
transactions. 


NEW UNIVERSAL TRAINING 
BILL IS TO GO TO CONGRESS 


Secretary Baker Confers With FPresi- 
dent Who, It Is Said, Will In- 
dorse Principle Involved. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—Recent 
indications that the administration 
has determined to indorse the broad 
principle of general military train- 
ing were strengthened vyeSterday 
when Secretary Baker announced aft- 
er a conference with President WiI- 
son that a universal training bil} 
drawn by army general staff and war 
college experts would be sent to 
Congress this week. 

It is understood that neither the 
President nor Secretary Baker is 
ready to advocate the ‘adoption of the 
general staff bill or of any other par- 
ticular measure. 

Secretary Baker would not indicate 
what recommendations, if any, will 
be sent to Congress with the general 
staff bill. The Senate Military Com- 
mittee already has reported a bin 
differing in several. respects from 
one before Secretary Baker, and it is 
expected that when the annua) army 
appropriation bill comes before the 
Senate efforts will be made to at- 
tach a universal training provision 
in some form.

Sirloin Steak a la Bordelaise—Wipe 
the steak with a cloth wrung from cold 
water. Trim off the superfluous fat. 
Grease the broiler with fat, place the 
steak on, and broil under a gas flame, 
turning every 10 seconds for the first 
three minutes. When done, place on a 
platter and pour a bordelaise sauce 
around it, made as follows: Cook one 
shallot, finely chopped, in % cup of Wire 
vinegar until the liquid is reduced to 2 
tablespoons. Strain, and add 1 cup of 
espagnole sauce with % teaspoon of 
chopped parsley and green pepper. Re- 
move the marrow from a marrow bone, 
cut in Half-inch cubes, and poach in 
boiling water. Pour the sauce around 
the steak, drain the marrow from the 
water and strew over the steak: rr 
serve at once. 

Pan Broiled Flank Steak—Trim a hank 
steak and wipe with a piece of cheese 
cloth, wrung from cold water. Score 
diagonally in opposite directions on botn 
sides with a sharp knife... With some of 
the trimmings, thoroughly grease a 
hissing-hot frying pan; place the steak 
in the pan and turn every 10 seconds for 
the first three minutes to sear, after 
which reduce the heat and turn occd- 
sionally until well browned. It will re- 
quire from eight to 10 minutes to pan 
broil the steak. Remove to a hot serv- 
ing platter, sprinkle with salt and pep- 
per, and spread generously with maitre 
d’hotel butter. 

Round Steak Cutlets—Wipe : a piece of 
meat weighing 2 to 3 pounds, cut from 
the round with the marrow bone in it. 
Separate in pieces for serving. Lay the 
pieces on a meat board, dredge heavily 
with flour, and, with the edge of a china 
plate, pound the flour into the steak, 
turning the meat at all angles while 
pounding. Turn the pieces over and re- 
peat the process until % of a cup or 
flour:has been used. The long fiber of 
this cut of meat is completely broken 
up, and the flour has absorbed fthe 
juices, so that nothing has been lost by 
pounding the steak. Sprinkle both sides 
with salt and pepper. Melt the marrow 
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from the bone and some of the fat trim- 
mings in a frying pan, arrange the cut- 
lets of meat in the pan, and sear, turn- 
ing often. When well seared, reduce 
the heat, cover, and coon 15. minutes. 
Remove to a serving platter, spread 
with soft butter, strain the fat in the 
pan, and use with brown stock as a 
gravy to pour around the cutlets.

an has taken this up a5 4 profession. She 
calls herself a consultant in household 
administration, and she firmly believes 
that there is going to be a growing de- 
mand for this kind of work. “AS women 
come to realize,” she says, “that they 
are paying too much for equipmnet, for 
food, for clothes, they will become will- 
ing to pay a fair sum for advice. 
Home-making is a profession. This is 
the fundamental basis from which the 
consultant reasons, in giving counsel to 
every housekeeper. And the purpose of 
home-making, as she sees it, is to bring 
out a better citizenship, or, to phrase it 
a little differently, every home should 
be a factory for citizens. Housework too 
often has taken a woman's whole time 
and thought. She has literally had no 
time to be a home-maker. It is the busi- 
ness of the consultant in household ad- 
ministration to go to such women as 
these and show them how to organize 
their housework so that they may save 
time, money and materials, and thus 
run the home according to the same 
standard of efficiency which is applied 
to the shop or manufacturing concern. 
This New England woman did not en- 
ter upon her profession without due 
preparation. As a housekeeper she had 
already learned much from her own ex- 
perience, and to this she added a great 
deal of reading, a course at Teachers’ 
College, Columbia University, and talks 
with other women who, she discovered, 
were thinking along the same lines. 
Then there came an opportunity for her 
to put her knowledge into practice, ina 
rural community where the housewives 
were willing that she should come into 
their homes and show them how to save. 
This willingness; the consultant de- 
clages, was a great step in advance, for

visitor, and particularly one whose ex- 
press purpose would be to make a study 
of it. But these women saw the wisdom 
of such a proceeding, and this over- 
ruled any personal feelings they might 
have on the subject. They were glad to 
co-operate with the consultant, and they 
found it worth their while, for they 
learned from her visit how to turn their 
kitchens into good workships. 

No business man, the consultant ex- 
plained to them, would think of keeping 
his inkstand on a distant shelf, his let- 
ter file on another shelf, and be willing 
to work at a desk either too high or too 
low, or placed in such a position that 
the light did not fall upon his work. So 
the housewife should not be willing to 
have the three working centers—the 
sink, cabinet and stove—widely separat- 
ed, nor to have them too high or too 


low, or so placed that they were in shad- | == 


ow instead of in good light. 

As a result of the advice given by the 
consultant, these housekeepers, wherever 
it was possible, pulled the three working 
centers together, took the paper off the 
kitchen walls, worked out ways of bet- 
ter ventilation and better lighting, and 
gave up the notion that a kitchen must 
have the bare hardwood floor which is 
so difficult to keep clean. 

Since then, in dealing with other 
housekeepers, the consultant has been 
asked to reorganize kitchens, plan me- 
nus, make out schedules for servants, 
give advice about household budgets, or 
Just to make a survey of the whole plant 
‘with the idea of pointing out all the 
improvements possible. As yet the call 
for such advice is not great, for women 
in general have not realized that home- 
making is a profession, and that this 
profession can and must be standard- 
ized to bring out the best results. But 
some day they will see that it is just 
as feasible to call in a consultant in 
household administration to help them 
reorganize, as it is for the busienss man 
to call in an efficiency engineer. 

In her own home the consultant hag, 
of course, put her theories into prac- 
tice. She has installed proper utensils, 
and routed the day's work so as to save 
retracing and recrossing steps. In set- 
ting and clearing the dining table, for 
instance, she saves steps and thus saves 
time by using a luncheon wagon. She 
is trying hard to train every member of 
the family, when he or she rises from 
the table at the end of the meal, to 
put his or her individual dishes on the 
wagon. By this means the table is 
cleared at once, and the dishes and food 
are carried on the wagon to the kitchen. 

This woman has found the installa- 
tion of a gas hot-water heater a real 
economy, because it is necessary 
to wipe only the glasses and silver, 
while the other dishes, being rinsed 
in boiling water, of which there is al- 
Ways an adequate supply, dry them- 
selves. The glasses and silver are put 
on the wagon and covered till time to 
set the table for the next meal. 

Another economy practiced by this 
housekeeper is the discarding of plate 
doilies. ‘‘I didn’t have the moral cour- 
age to discard them,” she confesses, 
“until I discovered that one of my 


neighburs, who has an elegant mahog- 


any dining table, had done so, and then 
I followed her example. I still use the 
large center doily and try always to 
have flowers on it, but the plate doilies 
are a thing of the past in my house- 
hold. And it means such a saving in 
laundry.” . 

It is always a question, this woman 
maintains, of what is most worth while: 
and every decision must be related back 
to the purpose of. the home, which is, a: 
has been pointed out, to make good 
citizens. To keep 2 house so spick and 
span that children can never have com- 
pany, and must themselves play oa the 
streets, is not so desirable as some 
dust, some disorder and a real home- 
like atmosphere. 4 dustless home is 
seldom fulfilling the true purpose of a 
home. It is a case of where the wifc 
and mother is not keeping house, but 
the house is keoping her. 

So, in the matter of children’s clothes, 
it is a question not so much of what fs 
customary as what is most worth while. 
I have always tried,“ this womar ex 
plains, to dress my children warmly: 
and freely, in such a way that they 
could get ovt in any kind cf weather 
to play and I would not have the least 
concern about their clothes. I never 
made a practice of dressing them up in 
the afternoon and teiling them they 
had to keep clean.

The intensely emotional acting of Ag- 


nes Scott was the chief feature in the 


powerful impression made by the last 
act of Ibsén’s hosts,“ as presented 
by the Little Playhouse Company at 
the Artiste’ Guild Little Theater last 
nigwt. She had the role of the widowed 
mother and was strongly supported in 
the final scenes by L’Estrange Millman 
as the son and Marguerite Hertz as a 
servant. 

The first two acts contain a Wearisome 
amount of talk by the village pastor. 
This part was played by Walter Vonne- 
gut in a manner which showed the 
pastor's superficial character, but did 
not explain how the woman could ever, 
in the past, have regarded him se- 
riously. 

The play has mugh pathology, which 
never becomes of a definite sort as it 
is in Brieux’s *Damaged Goods.“ All 
that is made clear is that the young 
man’s approaching mental catastrophe 
is the direct result of his father’s ex- 
cesses. From the opening of the last 
act, the action proceeds to an appalling 
climax in the final words of utter imbe- 
city, “Give me the sun, mother, give 
me the sun!“ This act, with an -intro- 
duction which could be supplied from 
the dialogue of the previous acts, would 
make a one-act play of tremendous 
force.

HOGS 812.97, SAID 10 BE HIGH 


Mark of $12.65 Made at National City 
Yards Last Week Broken 
Yesterday. 

A new high-record price for hogs, $12.97 
per 100 pounds, was made yesterday at 
the National Stockyards.
